W. H. Wise spoke to a crowd. 


ed audience of" men at Volunteer Hall 
lost night on the "Struggle For Ex- 
istence." He said that the passion of 
man seems to be the acquirement of 
the dollar. Men sacrifice honor, char- 
acter and all for the sake of money. 
But it is useless to vilify human na- 
ture and call It depraved. 
Men are 


not normally brutal nor do ther ride 
ruthlessly over human beings unless 
^fiJttlPSllSSUo d° »». »» a rule. We must 
find the reason for this struggle on 
some other grounds. 
In the case of 


a fire In a big building, where there U 
only one door to get out, the crowd 
struggle madly and bitterly — not be- 
cause they are brutal, but because un- 
der a perfectly normal desire to live, 
they are met with artificial condi- 
tions, the means of escape are limited 
and hundreds of people are UUed or 
wounded. 


Now the struggle of life is growing 


keener each year not because of the 
depravity of the people, but because 
the opportunities to live and labor are 
growing less— and the vast resources 
by which the people live are becoming 
completely monopolized by private In- 
dividuals. 


The vast lands, mines, mills and 


railroads are passing absolutely under 
private control . Labor cannot live un- 
less It has access to these resources. 
But since these resources are monopo- 
lized, the struggle becomes Intense and 
better among the rest of the people. 


This struggle is nut necessary. 
It 


is due simply to Ignorance of many so- 
cial 
organizations. 
Nature 
i* not 


enough to feed all her people and ma- 
chinery can create every possible ne- 
cessity. 


We must nnd an Intelligent solution 


of monopoly and open new doom of 
oppoitunity to the people. 


Nevada should have a population of 


a million and could provide for five 
million people. But never so long; as 
monopoly reigns. 
The speaker said 


he would spend two more night* and 
give a solution of the problem.

U. S. SENATORS BY POPULAR VOTE. 


P 


R the fourth time in the history of Congress 
a resolution has passed the house of represen- 


tatives proposing a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the election of United States Senators by 
popular vote, instead of the legislatures of the dif- 
ferent States. The resolution passed the house by 
a practically unanimous vote, without a roll call 
and without a syllable of dissent from any member 
of that body. Similar resolutions that have passed 
the lower house have been killed in the Senate, not 
by a direct vote, but by allowing them to sleep the 
slumber of death in the files, or in the committee to 
which they were referred. 
It it could be brought 


to a vote the resolution would undoubtedly pass the 
Senate, for it is hardly to be believed that any Sen- 
ator would have the unblushing temerity to raise 
his voice or cast his vote against what he must 
know is one of the most popular demands that was 
ever presented in our national.legislature. 


The Commoner in its last number makes the 


pertinent inquiries: 


"What excuse can n Senator give for opposing 


thK effort to bring the government nearer to the 
people > If there are two sides to the question, 
why haven't the Senators who have thus far block- 
ed the progress of the amendment made speeches 
presenting the objections ?"
